Genilemen of the Council, and f 
Gentlemen of the House of Representatives : 

Called by the suffrages of the people, I again engage in the duties assigned 
me. Ou the present occasion permit me, bot ouly to acknowledae my obli- 
gation to the freemen for their continued confidence,but my gratitude to Him 
who bas protracted wy life, and continued the prosperity of the state another 
year. ‘The instances of mortality constantly thinning the ranks of those ac- 
customed to legislation, cannot fajl to remind us all, of the slender tenure by 
which we hold office and life. 


` Itis necessary that the business for which we have assembled, should be 
prosecuted with decorum, deliberation and despatch, in order to prowote the 
interest of, and give general satisfaction to the people. On the wisdom, by 
you to be manifested, in the numerous appointments vou baveto make, will 
the reputation, the peace and the morality of the state, much depend. 

Education is of too great importance ever to escape the notice of wise le- 
gidlators. Many among the well-informed bave thought our laws deficent as 
they regard the expenditure of public meney raised for the support ofcom- 
mon schools—that a proper board should be appointed, in each county or 
town, for the examination ofthose who are to be employed as instructers ; 
and that every town should appoint suitable persons to visit the schools.— 
Should it be thougbt that an act to effect these objects, would render the ex- 
penditure ofthe public money more useful to community, you have the exam- 
ple of some of our sister states for your encouragement in trying the experi- 
ment. 

Tothe subject of lotteries the attention of the legislature was called, last 
session. Permit me to ask your further attentiob to what was then commu- 
nicated ; for I have seen no just canse for altering the opinion then expressed. 
The act ofthat session is, in my view, ofdoubtful tendency. And should it 
prove as salutary as its supporters expected, it can never close the door a- 
gainst the admission ofan evil allowed on all hands to be bighly demorali- 
zing in its tendency. The money .received by the state, although expended 
for the best of purposes, will, never, fully compensate community for the va- 
rious species of immorality that will have received encouragement. 


A bill entitled “An act to abolish imprisonment‘ for debt,” published with 
the acts of the last session, willclaim your attention. The subject has re- 
peatedly occupied the consideration of the legislature ; and although the ob- 
ject is desirable, yet the manner in which it can be effected with safety to all 
concerned, seems not to have been discovered. The bill, in its present shape, 
is too complicated to answer the best purpose. It would increase litigation 
rather than discourage it—embarrass the administration of justice, rather 
than promote it. Ifconcealment of property should be constituted a crime, 
and punished with severity as such, executions might issue against the pre- 
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perty only, of the debtor, with as much safety to the creditor, as the constitu- 
tion, or justice require. This subject is important—it has engrossed the 
minds of many for years past, and if nothing further should. meet your appro- 
bation, [I hope the propriety of compelling the creditar to provide.for the sup- 
pert of his debtor, during his confinement, will be duly considered. 

Our statutes will all pass in review before you. But iishould be kept in 
mind that every unnecessary alteration is, not ouly perplexing and inconve- 
nient in the administration of justice, but often the occasion of injurious mis- 
takes. Wherethe necessity of new enactments has become obvious, let us 
act without fear; but with due caution. 5 

For some months past, several engineers, in the employment of the general 
government, have been engaged in examining different routes fer canals in 
this state ; but as to the result of their labors no information can at this time _ 
be given. 

A communication has been received from the ordnance department of the 
United States, by which it appears there is vow ready for the use of this state 
one thousand five hundred and nineteen muskets, asits quota forthe four 
years last past. If desired other arms or accoutrements, of.equal value, will 
be furnished. These arms will be sent to any designated place in Vermont to 
which they can be conveyed by water. As the arins arenot wanted for pre- 
sent use, I bave delayed to direct their removal to any place in this state ; and 
will still wait the order of the legisl»ture in relation to them. l 

Permit me here to suggest the propriety of landing these armsat Burling- 
ton ; and that they be brought from theuce to some place to be provided for 
that purpose, near the seat of government, and kept in good order until wan- 
ted for use. Should the proposition meet your approbation, provision must 
be made to carry itinto effect. The legislature will then have opportunity to 
know the actual condition of the arms, from year to year, without further ex- 
pense or inconyenience. In no part ofthe state can they be more secure ; or 
to every part more readily distributed; should the unaappy necessity ef using 
them ever occur. It is to be feared that most ofthe arms. heretofore received 
from the United States will be of little further ase tothe state, should no ad- 
ditional attentiou be paid to the subject. But those now to be received are, 
doubtless, in geod order, and may easily be preserved in that condition; and 
as the number will from time to time be increased, your attention to the sub- 
ject seems the more necessary. l l 

Several resolutions from our sister states have been received, which will in 
due time be submitted for your consideration. 

The people of this state can never remain indifferent observers of the pro- 
ceedings of Congress, or the course pursued by the Executive of the general 
government. And we have too much confidence in tbe rectitude of our mo- 
tives, and correctness of our views, to conceal them. So far as the public 
good may require, they should be made known. Let every state in the un- 
ion do the same, and it may be of some service to that government on which 
we all depead for national security, and the protection of our rights. The 
dereliction of duty in the last Congress, so well calculated to impair the con- 
fidence of the public in the national legislature, is matter of serious regret.— 
For that body to refuse protection tothe industry of a majority of the people, 
when the necessity had become too obvious to be mistaken, is Just cause of 
complaint; for it is wounding to the laudable pride ofour country. 

Had no other important interest been neglected, the wound would have 
been less painful, and might have been borne in silence, However for the 
present, we can but cherish the hope, that by the next Congres all just cause 
of dissatisfaction will be removed, aud the confidence of the people again re- 
stored tó a Legislature on whose wisdom and integrity, the United States, are 
in so high a degree, dependant for her prosperity. 

The preparations making for the next presidential elec ion, seem to have 
brought to view political doctrines that will, when reduced to practice, en- 
danger the stability ef our institutions, and tend to their final overthrow.— 
Among others, that, in my opinion, are dangerous, this is not the least, that 
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it is improper and unsafe to give any man a second eleétion as President, 
however just, wise and prosperous his ad w'nistration may have been, for the’ 
first term. This ideais novel, and I am inelined to think the remark has been 
hastily thrown out with but little consideration, and will, when duly exainin- 
ed, be retracted. There can be no better guide in politieks than past experi- 
ence. Look atthe present prosperous condition of the United States—tiree 
successive administrations continued eight years each: one after anether 
steadily progressing in prosperity and credit at hone and abroad.” Is all this 
to be forgotten in our future march? Or shall this mstructive lesson be im- 
proved as a lamp to our path? It is true, no one can say what would have 
been the eensequence if Jefferson had not received his second election; and 
Madison, and Monroe, had shared the same fate; and all three, one after ano- 
ther had been distnissed from the public service at the end of their first term. 
But all must know, that the state would have lost twelve years’ service of 
those abie statesmen ; and that too not the least useful part of their services. 
Add to this the hazard and risque, of selecting three new candidates to serve 
four years each. Let the candid decide whether the doctrine that has here- 
tofore prevailed, is not more sate for the country, than that against which I 
contend. Due consideration, will convince any one, that it is unjust as well 
as unsafe. There is no other wañin whicb the great body ofthe freemen 
can express their approbation of the first four vears’ administration, but by 
a second election. Should thattake place, and should the same course be 
pursued the last four, the president leaves the chair of state with the sealed 
approbation of the nation—his reputation is secure forever, as it ought to be. 
Not so, with him who receives no second election. A direct stigma is cast 
on either his person or his policy. The disgrace must follow him to the close 
of life; andin the present condition of society, would be visited on his decen- 
dants. Would it have been just, for the country to have treated either of the 
exalted individuals I have named, in the manner lately proposed, to treat 
every one who may hereafter occupy the chair of state ? 


Had the constitution been so framed, or should this idea prevail so that a 
second election can never take place, the honest patriot would always be de- 
prived of the reward he most esteems, for all his services—there would be 
no way left by which the people are distinctly to deeide whom they approve 
and whom they disapprove. 


The good andthe bad, the wise and the simple, are all alike to be thrown 
aside as useless lumber. Isthis just? But the injustice to individuals has 
not been the occasion of these remarks. 


The increased dangers to which our institutions would be exposed, is that 
which more deserves our attention. The doctrine against which I protest, 
in its practical operation, would in all cases deprive the state of the services of 
the ablest statesmen, ata time when they would be most capable of being 
useful, and perhaps too, at a time when their services would be indispensably 
necessary to preserve the country from distraction, and the government from 
dissolution. 


Again, the reins of government must be committed to new hands ence eve- 
ry four years; and if the views of some are to guideus, they ought to be ta- 
ken, not from the cabinet, but from some othcr employment or station, in 
which they lave had little or no acquaintance with the duties they have now 
to perform and direct. 

On every occasion ofthe kind, heretofore, we have given the reins to no 
man until he had been well disciplined, and had become acquainted with the 
duties he had to perform ; and had given evidence of his ability and integri- 
ty. It appears to me there is some risk in placing the power of.the nation in 
unexperienced hands, every four years. It may be further observed, that to 
unite the public mind on any individual to fill that most important office, is 
no trifling undertaking. The subject has, on every occasion, employed the 
talents and pens of our ablest and best citizens, with the deepest concern.— 
And to this subject the ambitious and designing will never be inattentive. If 
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it has been so difficult to concentrate the public opinion once in eight years, 
will it not be much more so, to unite on a new candidate once in every four ? 
The danger of electing incompetant aud designing men, is greatly increased. 
Double the number must be selected—tbe more frequent the draughts, the 
more difficult the choice—and still more doubtful whether it will be good.— 
The more Ihave thought ou this subject, the more fully Lam confirmed in 
the opinion so often expressed by the people of the United States—and that 
the same opinion will still prevail, we are not inclined to doubt. 

The unbending integrity, the wisdom and prudence, of the administration of 
the general government, as it richly merits, so it will receive the approbation 
of a sagacious, enlightened, and virtuous community. Every year furnishes 
additional evidence of the wisdom manifested in the last presidential election. 

The wise and prudent course, pursued by our government, for twenty-four 

‘years, previous to that auspicious event, bas been faithfully observed, hy those 
now at the head ofthe government. The American system must, and will 
be supported ; or the retrogade march of our country will soon commence. 

Every exertion made by the legislature, to promote the interest of the state, 
ás connected with that of community at large, will receive my cordial support.

To the General Assembly of the Stale of Vermont, now in session—- 


The subscriber respectfully submis for the consideration of the general as- 
sembly the following Report, with the accompanying exhibit or account cur- 
rent, relative to his proceeding, and the situation of the state prison ending 
September 30th, 1827, 

He deems it unnecessary to lay before the legislature, at this session, so 
particular a statement of its finances and capital employed, as otherwise it 
would have been incumbent, had there not been appointed at the last session 
of the general assembly a committee to appraise all the property of the state 
prison, and examine the accounts of the superintendent, and report the same 
to this honorable hody. i 


The subscriber is happy to make known to the legislature, that a better de- 
gree of health has been enjoyed for the past year by the convicts than usual— 
that a disposition to perform their labor and to increase their over-work have 
been manifested by them, which has resulted in a less necessity of punishing 
for insubordination of conduct than heretofore, and a greater amount of labor 
performed than was ever before done at the prison—the cloth woven amount- 
ing to 186 thousand yards—exceeding that of the past year 38 thousand y’ds, 
(with 4 looms in addition, making 60 looms now in operation.) 


The Vermont State Prison having become a manufacturing establishment 
for cotton coloured goods, in magnitude equal to any in the United States, ‘I 
consider it my duty to lay before the legislature such information as I may pos- 
sess, relative to its present situation; and of the propriety of pursuing for the 
year to come, the same line of business and labor by the convicts, Upon ex- 
amination I find that the manufactories of the article of ginghams, stripes, 
and checks, which heretofore have crowded our markets from the factories of 
Rhode-Island and Pennsylvania, have of late greatly diminished, and their 
attention more taken up in the making of plain cotton goods by power looms; 
consequently less colored goods are manufactured, and the belief, which a 
year or two since, mere or less prevailed, that printed or stamped, cotton 

oods would in a short time drive from our markets the article of ginghams, 
plaids and checks, has not been realized ;-and from my own experience, be- 
lieve it will not soon take place, and that there is no danger in pursuing the 
manufactory of the kind of goods which have been made for past years at the 
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state prison; although the profits are at this time very small, yet the cafl for 
our state prison goods is as great as formerly,—this is owing not nierely to 
the quantity of those kind of goods being lessened in market, but to the snpe- 
riority in quality of the state prison goods, when compared with others.—In 
addition to this, our goods are finding a ready market in South America, par- 
ticularly the Indian plaids—a contract for about $1,000 worth of which, I 
have lately completed, and further contracts may be obtained. 

From the means arising from the state prison property and its funds, I have 
been enabled to meet all engagements. and make payments as they became 
due for the past year, without the necessity of any indebtedness to the state 
treasury, and leaving the- balance against the state less than at the time of 
making my report in October last. 


The monies received for admittance fees, from persons visiting the state ` 


prison, agreeable to {the act passed in 1825, amounts to $183 60 for the past 
year. : 
I would suggest to the general assembly the propriety of making inquiry 
relative to the salary of the chaplain of the state prison as it now exists.

The undersigned commissioners, pursuant to the directions of an act, enti- 
tled, “an act for the benefit of the deaf and dumb,” respectfully 


REPORT: 

That the board of commissioners convened at Windsor, on the 13th of 
March, and 11th of May last; and from the examination of the returns of the 
deaf and dumb, for this and the last year, it appeared that the whole number 
returned was 74. —Of these 21 were not proper subjects of edutation, and 10 
it was understood, were unwilling to become beneficiaries, leaving 43, who 
were, or might be proper subjects of education.—Of this number 19 had been 
placed on the list of beneficiaries, in the class of 1826; and 11 were under tke 
age of fourteen ;—leaving 13 cases, for the consideration. of the board: And 
these were placed on the provisional list of the present year; and bonds for- 
warded to each; but only five were returned ;—and the- class of 1827, con- 
sists of that number. The bonds, for this class, have been taken for four years, 
with a proviso, limiting them to three years, unless the legislature make pro- 
vision for the fourth year. 

Of the eleven, who, were under the age of fourteen, only four will arrive at 
that age, during the present year. 

By the accounts and statements accompanying the report, it appears that

The trustees of the University of Vermont made the following 


REPORT. 
October, 20th, 1827. 


To the Hon. thei Legislature of the State of Vermont— 


‘The corporation of the University of Vermont respectfully present the fol- ` 
lowing report of the state of the institution entrusted to their care, and of 
the proceedings in relation to it during the year past. They do it with the great- 
er satisfaction. from the belief, that after many discouragements, the confi- - 
dence of the legislature, as well as ofthe people at large,in the future usefulness 
of the University, is revived and increasing. They cannot indeed but con- 
sider the growing interest in its concerns, and the increasing attention direet- 
ed to it from different parts of the state, as one of the surest pledges of its 
prosperity; and considering its intimate connexion with the literary character 
and general welfare of the state, are desirous, that nothing may be wanting 
on their part to draw the most earnest attention of the legislature and of the 
public to the means which they possess, and the methods which they are 
adopting to accomplish the great ends of its establishment. 


I.—Of the Revenues, Buildings, Sc. of the University 


The annual product of the permanent fund of the University, from lands 
now leased, amounts to about $1400. From the manner in which these 
funds have hitherto been managed, however, by various local agents, they 
have not probably been as productive as they might be made ; and measures 
have now been adopted, which it is hoped will secure the payment of arrear- 
ages, and render the whole more productive than formerly, This, and the 
tuition fees of $25 per year from each student, are the only permanent sour- 
ces of revenue to the University, 
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There are now two buildings designed for the accommodation of students, 
each 75 feet by 36, and three stories high—containing together 48 rooms.— 
These were built by subscription, and were intended to be connected by a 
centre building, for which there is a subscription on hand valued at from four 
to five thousand dollars. It is hoped that such additional means may be ob- 
tained as to erect this the next season. It is designed for a chapel and ether 
public purposes, and is much needed. 


11.—Of the Library, Apparatus, Sc. of the Uniwersity. > 

The corporation have to state with regret, that they are not able with the 
means at present in their hands, to make such appropriation for increasing 
the library and apparatus, as they feel to be essential to the growth and pros- 
perity of the University. ` Owing to the expenses incurred in building, and 
the necessity of procuring subscriptions for that purpose, they have not been 
able to avail themselves even of that resource to repair the losses by fire in 
1824, and both the library and apparatus remain wholly inadequate to the 
wants of the institution. There is litle probability indeed, that for many 
years the present sources of revenue will more taan defray the necessary ex- 
penses of instruction; and convinced as they are, that nothing would tend so 
effectually, as a valuable library and apparatus, to secure permanently the sgr- 
vices of able instructers, and to give to the University a standing and charac- 
ter that would be honorable and useful to the state, they cannot but look with 
confidence to the wisdom of the legislature for assistance in procuring them. 


III.—Of the Faculty and Students of the University. 


At present, four instrueters only are employed, and constitute the Faculty 
of College. They are a President, a Professor of Mathematics and Natural 
Philosophy, a Professor of Languages, and Tutor. Of those now ewployed 
in these offices, all except the Prof. of Mat. and Nat. Phil. have been appoint- 
ed and entered upon their duties during the past year. From the frequent 
vacancies which have occured in these offices, and the want of a fixed char- 
‘acter in the faculty among other causes, the prospects of the institution have 
been discouraging, and the number of students small, as it still is. Of the 
40, who are now members of college however, about one half have en- 
tered the present term; and should the cireumstances, which at present en- 
courage the hopes of the public, continue, there is good reason to expect, that 
the number of students and the usefulness of the institution will continue to 
increase. In the Medical department, instruction is given the present term 
by the Professors.—The number of students is 26, 


IV.—Of the Bye-Laws, System of Instruction, &c. 


In referencejto the system of instruction, discipline, $zc. adopted in the Uni- 
versity, the corporation beg leave to report to the legislature the laws prescri- 
bing them, which have been adopted and printed during the past year, and 
copies of which aecempany this report. Of the system developed in these 
laws, they would remark farther, for the purpose of drawing the attention of 
the legislature to them, that it is the result of much reflection on the various 
systems that have been recently intreduced in various other institutions in 
different parts-of the world, that it contains impartial innovations upon the 
system heretofore pursued at similar institutions in this country, and that, sa 
far as they have been able to Jearn, it meets with the decided approbation of 
those who are esteemed the best Judges in matters of this sort. A cursory 
observation will show, that the aim has been among other things, to render 
the government and discipline more entirely parental in its character, to in- 
crease the feeling of responsibility in the student in regard to all his conduct,& 
to form his character by the developement of principle—to render the instruc- 
tion of all more practical and efficient, and at the same time to open the door 
for useful improvement to a large class of young men, who could not, or would 
mot pursue the course usually prescribed at our colleges, and designed to 
qualify students for professional pursnits,—thus adapting the character of the 
institution to the existing wants of the community, and to promote and en- 
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eourage the highest attainments of all by bringing their minds into nearer in- 

tercourse with those of the instructers, and make every designation of schol- 

arship a correct and practical index of actual attainment. 7

Mr. Forbes, on motion and leave, introduced a bill entitled, “ an act relating 
to the turnpike bridges in Royalton and Woodstock,” which was read the 
first time, and referred to the committee on roads and canals. 

Mr. Beckwith, on motion and leave, introduced a bill entitled, “an act to 
repeal an'act therein mentioned,” which was read the first time, and referred 
to the committee on roads and canals. . 

Mr. Stevéns, on motion, introduced the following resolution, viz.— 

Resolved, the governor and council concurring berein, That so much of his 
excellency’s speech as relates to manufactures, be referred to the committee 
on manufactures; and that the committee on manufactures be instructed to 
inquire into the expediency of passing a Jaw, making provision that all manu- 
factories of iron, wool, cotton and glass, within this state, shall be exempt from 
taxation for the term of fifteen years; and that they report by bill or other- 
wise. 

Which was read and passed. 
Mr. Collamer, on motion, introduced the following resolution, viz.— 

Resolved, the governor and council concurring herein, That the judiciary 
committee be instructed to inquire into the expediency of providing by law, 
that the judges of the supreme court shall, as far as possible, be assigned to 
circuits, in which they do not reside. i 

Which was read and passed. 

The engrossed bill entitled, “an act laying a tax of four cents on each acre 
of land in the town of Topsham,” was returned from the governor and coun- 
cil concurred, with proposals of amendment, and their reasons were assigned 
by the hon. Mr. Fitch. - 

The said amendments were then read— 


Whereupon, 
Resolved, To concur with the governor and council in said proposed amend- 


ments, and said bill has become a law; of which concurrence the governor 
and council were informed by written message. 

The house resumed the consideration of the bill, entitled, “an act in addi- 
tion to the several acts for making and laying out highways,” which was pen- 
ding at the adjournment in-the forenoon, and the question recurred on the 
motion of Mr. Sargeant, to disiniss said bill; and being taken, 

It was determined in the affirmative 

And so the said bill was dismissed. 


The house took up the engrossed bill entitled, “an act to preserve the fish 
in Readsboro’ pond,” which was returned in the forenoon, non-concurred by 
the governor and council ; and the reasons assigued for non-concurrence wera 
read. 

On motion of Mr. Collamer, 

Ordered, That said bill lie on the table. 

The committee to whom was referred the bill entitled, “ an act to incorpo- 
rate the president, directors and eompany of the bank of Orange county,”

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curred in, and it was ordered to be engrossed and read a third time to-n:or- 
row morning. 


The engrossed bill entitled, “an act regulating the mode of administering 
oaths in certain cases therein mentioned,” was read the third time, passed, 
and ordered to be sent to the governor and council for their revision, &c. 


The petition of Elias Stevens and others, praying for the organization of a 
new county, to be‘composed of the towns of Hartlord, Norwich, Pomfret, Sha- 
rou, Barnard, Royalton, Bethel, Stockbridge, Rochester, Braintree, Randolph, 
Tunbridge and Strafford, was read. 

Mr. Collamer moved that said petition be referred to a coinmittee of the 
whole house—when, 

On mation of Mr. Cushman of Guildhall, 

Ordered, That said petition lie on the table. 


The engrossed bill entitled, “an act to incorporate certain persons therein 

named by the name of the Champlain Glass Company,” was called up.— 
On motion of Mr. Bailey of Burlington, ' 

Ordered, That said bill be committed to a committee to consist of one mem- 
ber, for the purpose of amending the same by adding thereto the following 
section, viz— . 

“Sec. 9. His hereby further enacted, That nothing herein contained, shall 
“be so construed as to authorize the said company to use or exercise any 
“banking privileges.” 

And Mr. Bailey of Burlington was appointed the committee 

The said committee afterwards reported said bill amended, conformably 
to the instructions of the house; and thus aniended, it passed. 

Ordered, That it be sent to the governor and council for their revis- 
ion, &c. 

The committee on edueation, to whom was referred, by resolution, so much 
of his excellency’s speech as relates to education and common schouls, who 
were instructed by the resalution introduced by Mr. Leavenworth on the 24th 
inst. to inquire into the expediency of so amending the act for the support of 
«ommon schools, as to empower the several towns in this state to appoint a 
conimittee to divide the public money, &c.—and who were also instructed by 
the resolution introduced by Mr. Shedd of Peacham, on the 16th inst. to in- 
quire what alterations, if any, are necessary, in the several laws relating to 
common schools, &c. reported a bill entitled, “an act to provide for the sup- 
port of common schools.” 

On mation of Mr. Hall of Bennington, 
Ordered, That said bill lie on the table.—Also, 
Ordered, 'That three hundred copies of the bill be printed. 


The committee to whom was referred the bill entitled, “an act to repeal an 
act therein mentioned,” to whom also was referred the remonstrance of the 
inhabitants of the town of Concord against the repeal of an act annexing the 
town of Concord to the county of Caledonia, made the following 


RAPORT: 


To the General Assembly, now sitiing— 


Your committee, to whom was referred an act to repeal an act annexing’ 
the town of Concord to the county of Caledonia, and the remonstrance of the: 
inhabitants of Concord against such repeal, Report, That on the 5th of Nov. 
1792, an act was passed, dividing the then county of Orange into the counties 
of Grange, Caledonia and Essex, and by that act, the town of Concord was 
annexed to, and made a part of the county of Essex, and has ever since be- 
Jonged to that county.—That in the fall of the year 1796, the freemen of the 
inbabited towns that composed that county, being pine in number, inet, and 
chose delegates to attend a convention at Maidstone, im said county, to take 
measures to have said county organized.—That delegates attended said con 
vention from said Concord, at which convention it was agreed to have said 
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county organized, and county officers were nominated. It also appears that 
in February, 1797, at a meeting of the inhabitants of Concord, warned for that 
purpose, said inhabitants voted to apply to the legislature, to have the county 
grammar school, tor said county, located at said Concord, and for the avails 
of the lands, appropriated to grammar schools iu said county; and in pursu- 
ance of said vote, made application to the legislature, at their session in 1797 ; 
and that similar petitions were before the legislature, in the years 1798 and 


1799, but. were dismissed.—That in the year 1800, said county of Essex was 
organized. 


Your committee also find, that there is-but-one town between said Concord 
and the shire town of said county of Essex—cthat a major part of the inhabi- 
tants of said Concord, reside in that part of said town, nearest to the 
county of Caledonia; and although the village in said Concord, situated in 
the southwesterly part of said town, and within about one and a half miles of 
the line of the county of Caledonia, is about eight miles nearer the court-house 
in Danville, than to the court-house in Guildhall; yet the roads are much less 
hilly and uneven towards Guildhall than towards Danville— which goes in a 
great measure to offset against the difference in distance. The county court 
in Caledonia county, usually sits about two weeks, and in Essex but one week ; 
in consequeuce of which, suitors who have disputable causes, are compelled 
to attend, with their- witnesses, several days longer at Danville, than at Guild- 
hall. It also appears that the population and wealth of the county of Essex 
is altogether smaller than the other counties in this state.— The whole grand 
list of said county, in 1826, amounting to only $17,180 28, and the grand list 
of Concord makes about one-fourth part-of that amount.—That there are six- 
teen towns in the state, each of which has a grand list excéeding the whole 
county of Essex ; and if Concord should be annexed to the county of Caledo- 
nia, the grand list of each of thirty-seven towns, would exceed that of the 
county of Essex —That it appears that the inhabitants of Concord have seve- 
ral times petitioned the legislature to be annexed to the county of Caledonia ; 
and that a committee appointed by the legislature in 1804, and again in 1805, 
reported in favor of the prayer of the petitioners, and that for four or five 
years past, the several committees, to waom this subject has been referred, 
have, uniformly, reported against said petitions.—And it also appears, that a 
large majority of the inhabitants of said Concord have, at the present session, 
remonstrated against the repeal of the act annexing said town to the county 
of Caledonia. 

In reference to the report of the committee made at the last session of the 
legislature on the same subject, your cmmittee now find that John Fry (who 
was a momber of the house in 1798) was not a member in 1799—that the bill’ 
then before the house to organize the county of Essex, as appears from the 
journal of that year, was referred to the next session, because the population 
of said county was not, in the opinion of that legislature, sufficiently nume- 
rous to be organized at that time. 

Your committee also find, that no bargain to have Concord annexed to Es- 
sex county, on condition that Samuel Wetherbee should be made a judge of 
the county court in said: Essex county, as was reported by the committee last 
year, could have been made in the year 1800, the year said county of Essex 
was organized, inasmuch as it appears that Haines French, said to have been 
a party to that contract, was not that year a member ;—andit is stated by Eli- 
jah Freeman, by whose affidavit said bargain was supposed to be proved, that 
what he heard took place, while the legislature was in session, at Westinin- 
ster, at which place the legislature did not sit until three years after said coun- 
ty was organized. It also appears that the inhabitants of said Concord elect- 
ed said Samuel Wetherbee a representative to the legislature for seven years, 
between 1797 and 1806. It also appears by the affidavit of Jonathan Lewis, 
who «represented said town in 1796, that though the inhabitants of Concord 
preferred to join the county of Caledonia, he was verbally instructed that if 
the members of Essex county would. consent that Concord should have tlie 
benefit of the grammar school lands, that said Concord would consent to re- 
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main to Essex county; and thatthe then members of said county, three in 
nember, did so consent—that afterwards, when said Lewis introduced a bill 
for that purpose, que of said members opposed said bill, and it was dismissed. 
ft also appears that the academy in said Concord does have the benefit of the 
grammar schoo} ands in said Coucord ; and the lands in the other towns in 
siid county are wholly unproductive. 

Your committe? are therefore of opinion, considering the smallness of the 
county of Essex—ibe treat injury to that county in case the law of the last 
session should take effect, and the impolicy of disturbing county lines, long 
established, that the accompanying bill ought to pass and become a law.

to report, That the death of my predecessor in office, has left me no other da- 
ta from which to compute the number of arms received of his lega] represen- 
tatives, than what may be gathered from a resolution of the general assembly, 
passed Oct. 1819, which directs the then quarter-master-general to provide for 
the safe-keeping of six hundred & seventeen muskets, the quota then ready to 
be delivered to this state from the United States; and assuming that number 
as correct, with the addition of seven hundred and forty-five, received by me, 
of the United States officers, there will remain in my possession, thirteen hun- 
dred and sixty-two muskets, in boxes; and as to their condition, I can add 
nothing more than what is contained in my report of Oct. 27th, 1824. 

The balance of the appropriation for the purchase of ordnance, &c. of 1818, 
has been applied, under the direction of the governor of this state, to the pur- 
chase of six iron six-pounders, and the mounting the same—one of which has 
been delivered to the first brigade in the third division—one to the second

The.committee of claims, to whom the within petition was referred, report 
the following statement of facts :—It appeared to your committee, that in the 
year of 1807 or ’8, Samuel Sumner, together with Samuel Eaton, Semuel Far- 
rar, Benjamin Bradley, Ephraim Sewell, and Levi Simmons, executed their 
note to the president, directors and company of the Coos bank, and employed 
one Thomas Russell to negotiate a loan of one thousand dollars, payable in 
five instalments. A suit was afterwards commenced on said note, and in 
1810, the plaintiffs recovered a judgment on said note, for the sum of eight 
hundred dollars and interest—two hundred dollars having been paid on said 
note, which was deducted.—An exeeution issued on said judgment, and Brad- 
ley, Sewell, and Simmons were committed to jail, and non-ested as to Sum- 
ner and Farrar—Eaton- having deceased insolvent.—Sewell, Bradley and Sim- 
mons prayed out a writ of audita querela, and prevailed; and the execution 
set aside for irregularity. The judgment lay dormant until about the year 
1817, when the bank brought a scire facias on the judgment, which was ser- 
ved on Sumner, Farrar and Sewell, and non-ested as to Bradley and Sim- 
mons. A judgment was recovered against said Sumner, Farrar and Sewell, 
execution issued, and they were committed to jail.—Sewell and Farrar swore 
out of jail—Bradley having previously removed to the state of New-York, and 
was poor.—Simmons became poor and insane; and a guardian was appoint- 
ed over him.—Sumner remained in the jail-yard from March, 1818, until he 
was discharged. It appeared to your committee, that Nahum Jenison, Jo- 
seph Jenison, Charles Jenison, William Green, Isaac Larkey, Jr. William 
Bridges, Daniel Stevens, Jonathan Danforth, Thomas Chapin and Seth Wet- 


more, executed, with said Sumner, a jail bond, for the liberty of the.yard, 


without taking any security or indemnity from Sumner, and solely on the 
ground of humanity. At that time, Sumner had a farm of fifty acres, in the 
town of St. Albans, valued at soven or eight hundred dollars, and a piece of 
land in the town of Bakersfield, where his family resided at the time of his 
imprisonment, valued at two hundred and fifty dollars. The farm in St. Al- 
bans was mortgaged for more than half its value ;—the same has since been 
foreclosed, and the mortgagee is now in possession. The piecs of land in Ba- 
kersfield was mortgaged for its full value, and has since been redeemed by 
the son, and only child of said Sumner, who went to the south, and kept 
school, to raise money to redeem said farm, and took a deed to himself. His 
father and mother are quite aged, and reside on said land, and depend on their 
son for a support. The son is destitute of property, except what he has ac- 
quired as above stated. 

It farther appeers to your committee, that at the October session of the le- 
gisirture, 1818, the said Sumner petitioned the said legislature to be liberated 
from jail, on said debt, in favor of said Coos bank, on which he was commit- 
ted; which was granted, and an act was passed discharging said Sumner from 
his imprisonment and said debt. Seth Wetmore, one of the bail, was the 
bearer of the petition, and personal notice was given to the bank. 
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it did further appear to your committee, from the statement of the hon. 
Mr. Wetmore, that none of the other bail had any knowledge of the petition 
of said Sumner, until after he was liberated by said act. To this fact all the 
other bail, on a former. hearing, made their affidavits, às appeared to your 
commiitee, by the testimony of the hon. S. Wetmore and Isaac N. Cushman. 

It fur.uer appeared to your committee, that the said Coos bank commenced - 
a suit before tbe circuit court, on said jail bond—that the petitioners and oth- 
er bail employed the hon. Charles Marsh and Benjamin Swift, to defend said 
suit, who did appear before said court, and pleaded in bar the aforesaid act 
of the legislature; and that the said circuit court decided the said act to be 
unconstitutional, and accordingly rendered a judgment against them, for the 
sum of nineteen hundred and twenty-four dollars and seventy-five cents, in- 
cluding damages and costs of suit. The petitioners have paid said sum of 
money, by the help and assistance of friends.—Seth Wetmore has paid two 
hundred dollars, being his part as decided between the bail. 

If from the foregoing statement of facts, the legislature should be of opin- 
ion that they ought to grant the prayer of the petition, then your committee 
report the sum of seventeen hundred and twenty-four dollars and seventy-two 
cents, which is the balance of said judgment, after deducting the two hundred 
dollars paid by said Wetmore, ke having procured the said act, and has volun- 
_ tarily relinquished his claim on that account.

REPORT: 


To the General Assembly, now sitling— 


Your committee, to whom was referred the petition of the president and 
managers of the Vermont Colonization Society, Report, That they have had 
the subject under cousideration, .and as far as in their power, have examined 
the facts furnished by the petitioners, and find, that notwithstanding the first 
atteinpts made by the American Colonization Society, to colonize a portion of 
western Africa with free people of color from the United States, was not at- 
tended with that success anticipated by many ardent friends of the institu- 
tion—that the subsequent history of the colony affords the most convincing 
proof of the prosperity of the settlement, and that under the paternal care of 
the society, aided by auxiliary institutions, and the patronage of the general 
and state governments, lts permanency aud stability will be insured, and fur- 
ther settlements, at proper distances, made along the whole coast of western 
Africa. Such establishments, in a comparatively short period, will dry up the 
sources of, and ultimately suppress the slave trade, and open a way for the 
introduction of civilization, Jiterature and religion, into that vast continent. 
This too, in a few years, will be the means of extending the commerce and 
navigation of the United States. Trade, to some extent, is already carried on 
between the colony of Liberia, and a portion of the interior, as well as upon 
the coast. As this trade is extended, a market will be opened for our manu- 
factures, and in return, raw materials and articles for domestic consumption, 
and the precious metals, will be received. That it is practicable to colonize 
all the western coast of Africa, within a reasonable time, is beyond a doubt. 
The success which has attended the colony of Liberia. since eighteen hundred 
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and twenty-four, affords as full demonstration of this fact, aa lins ever been 
-afforded in the same time, with the same means, in any age. of the world,— 
Hundreds of free people of color, are, annually, offering themselves to the so- 
ciety, ready to embark for the colony.—Many henevolent men have not only 
emancipated their slaves, but have also provided means for conveying them to 
Africa. The feelings and views of intelligent.and benevolent men, in some of 
the slave-holding states, on the subject of slavery, have materially changed 
since the establishing of the Aimérican Colonization Society. The proof of 
this is fully shown in their readiness to yield the right of property they have 
in their slaves, by emancipating them whenever a suitable asylum can be pro- 
vided. That it is, in the highest degree, important to the permanent prosper- 
ity of the nation, that means should be procured for conveying to the western 
- coast of Africa, as many free people of color, as may choose to emigrate 
thither, cannot be doubted. That slavery isa broad, and dark, and decp stain 
upon our country, is not to be denied; and to walt away this stain, as soon 
as is practicable, without infringing upon the rights of any portion of the cit- 
izens of the United States, isa duty of the mostimposing character. Ifsome 
ofthe states are more immediately concerned than others, there is not a state 
in the Union but what is deeply interested in this subject, and bound by the 
strongest national ties, to aid in providing a remedy for an evil that presents 


in its possible results such an alarming aspect. Although yonr committee - 
hope the general government will afford further aid and protection to the. 


American Colonization Society, they deem it of importance that the state gov» 
ernments should give evidence of their favorable regard, and thereby encour- 
age the hearts and strengthen the hands of the friends of this most patriotic 
and benevolent institution—and therefore submit the following resolutions for 
the consideration of the general assembly.

That in the year 1818, the sail Solomon Wright sold to one Mumford EI- 
dred, then of Pownal, a drove of cattle, for which he took the said Muinford's 
note for fifteen hundred dollars, pavable sixty days from date That about 
the time the said note became payable, one Caleb Eldred, a brother of the 
said Mumford, residing in the county of Otsego, and state of New-York, came 
to said Pownal, and caused all the property of said Mumford to be attached, 
at his, the said Caleb’s suit That previous to this suit the said Mumford 
bad absconded, and gone to parts unknown That afterwards, lu the year 
1820, the said Solomon commenced an action against the said Caleb, upon 
the 7th section of an act entitled, “an act for the punishment of certain infe- 
rior crimes and misdemeanors,”—which action was prosecuted by the said 
Solomon, until the last February term of the supreme court, holden at Man- 
chester, in February, 1827—when the said Solomon recovered final judg- 
ment against the said Caleb, in his own name, and that of the treasurer of 
the county of Bennington, for the suin of about twenty-two hundred dollars 
damages and his costs—which judgment the present bill provides should be- 
long wholly to the said Solomon.
